SGA joins Sudbury & District Chamber of Commerce 



The Students General 
Association broke new 
ground last Thursday when 
they became the first 
student in Ontario to join a 
Regional and District 
Chamber of Com-merce 
(COO. 

SGA president Dave Fil- 
ion and vice president R.D. 
Hulst are very enthusiastic 
about the membership,and 
see it as big step towards 
what they call "enhancing 
the student image" within 
the community. 

A few years ago, Lauren- 
tian students were seen as 
little more than "transient 
party animals", says Hulst, 
but fortunately this attitude 
is quickly changing. 

Many people are becom- 
ing aware of the fact that 
the Laurcntian student 
body, with over 3000 under- 
graduate students, has 
alarge economic impact on 
the region. It has been esti- 
mated that students contrib- 
ute approximately five mil- 
lion dollars per annum to 



the regional economy. 

"The students rent hous- 
ing, they use public transit, 
they go out for 
entertainment,watch mov- 
ies, and they create a lot of 
jobs in the Sudbury 
community,especially here 
at the university" and Sud- 
bury retailers are "starting 
to recognize the students as 
an industry themselves," ex- 
plained Hulst. 

This attitude has been 
exemplified by the increas- 
ing response the SGA has 
had to it's Student Saver 
program. Last year only 18 
Sudbury merchants partici- 
pated, while this year a total 
of 82 have become 
involved.(That is the fourth 
highest participationrate in 
Ontario.) 

Hulst also noted that there 
has been a change in the 
general attitude of the stu- 
dents themselves. "They are 
more civilly aware; they are 
starting to recognize the 
advantages of cooperation 
between business and edu- 



cation." 

Filion states that "one of 
the most positive signs 
we^ve seen over the last 
couple of years has been a 
vast improvement in rela- 
tions with the university 
and the Sudbury commu- 
nity, and one of the big 
improvements has been 
with student life and com- 
munity involvement with 
the Students General Asso- 
ciation." 

Filion feels that the pros- 
pect for future improve- 
ments in areas such as stu- 
dent lifewill be greatly en- 
hanced by the new COC 
membership. 

Len Savage, the Director 
of Membership Services for 
the Sudbury and District 
Chamber of Commerce, is 
very pleased to see such a 
move.being initiated. 

He is confident that 
Laurentian's active partici- 
pation in the Chamber"will 
be a valuable asset" to both 
the university and the COC. 

Savage cited the students 



of Laurentian as a future 
source of "brain-power" 
and "entrepreneurs". He 
hopes that they will become 
interested in further devel- 
oping the region's future 
potential. 

Hulst used the term 
"reciprocal" to define the 
relationship between the 
SGA and the COC ; the uni- 
versity would benefit from 
the COC.'s services and the 
COC would benefit from 
the university's input. 

"Joining the Cham-ber," 
says Hulst,"will give us a 
chance to voice some stu- 
dent concerns in the proper 
forum. It will also give stu- 
dents that want to get in- 
volved, a head start on the 
business aspect.By getting 
involved with the Chamber, 
they will gain valuable in- 
sight into how the business 
community of Sudbury 
works."

Alcohol-related lawsuits 
at universities increasing 



WINDSOR (CUP)— As 
four Ontario universities 
face legal suits for alcohol- 
related deaths or injuries, 
students around the 
province are feeling the 
effects of tighter liquor 
controls on campuses. 

Robert Solomon, a law 
professor at the University 
of Western Ontario said 
currently there are 
outstanding suits arising 
from campus alcohol 
policies against Wilfrid 
Laurier, Carleton and 
Western universities and 
Ryerson Polytechnical 
Institute. 

And he added there is 
only one thing keeping 
other universities out of 
alcohol-related liability 
suits: luck. 

"It's just the tip of the 
iceberg in terms of the 
potential liability of 
universities," said Solomon 
who has travelled 
throughout Ontario 

speaking to university 
administrations and 

student councils on the legal 
aspects of campus alcohol 
policy and practice. 

According to Solomon, 
Carleton University is being 
sued for a fatal motorcycle 
accident involving a man 
returning from an outdoor 
concert held during 
Orientation festivities three 
years ago. Carleton's Liquor 
Operations Manager Gord 
Aiken said there is no proof 
the man was actually 
drinking at the concert- 



Solomon said the 
University of Western is 
involved in a minor suit for 
not properly enforcing its 
campus alcohol policies. 

Cathy Whyte, manager of 
the campus pub at the 
University of Waterloo, said 
the mother of a man who 
suffered an aneurysm while 
dancing at the pub is suing 
for "improper medical 
attention." 

Whyte said the man 
hadn't been drinking. "He 
was stone cold sober but he 
was in a licensed 
establishment, therefore 
liability law says we're 
liable." 

Another law suit is 
pending against the 
administration and student 
union at Wilfrid University, 
after one student was killed 
and three others injured in a 
rush for a school bus at an 
orientation event in the fall 
of 1985. 

The possibility of being 
held liable for alcohol- 
related deaths or injuries is 
forcing the University of 
Windsor pub to firmly 
enforce their policy of 
refusing to serve patrons 
who are at or beyond the 
point of intoxication. 

David McMurray, the 
university's director of 
student services, said the 
university is "not 
suggesting you shouldn't 
drink," but is concerned 
about protecting the pub's 
liquor license and educating 
students in the appropriate 



way." 

In addition to the stricter 
policy, University of 
Windsor pub staff were 
required to attend a four- 
hour course on alcohol 
awareness and supplied 
with a server's manual from 
the Addiction Research 
Foundation. 

A handbook entitled 
"Appropriactivity" is also 
being distributed to first- 
year students to make them 
aware of the program. 

McMurray said the 
program has a two-sided 
approach designed to 
educate students as to the 
risks and health aspects of 
alcohol consumption and to 
protect the university from 
liability. 

Pub manager Chuck 
Blewett focuses on the legal 
aspect — recent legislation 
makes the licensed 
establishment liable for the 
safety of its customers. 
Intoxicated customers who 
injure themselves after 
leaving the pub could sue 
the waiter, the management 
and the university. 

Staff members have 
already started to refuse 
patrons, Blewett said, and 
"if in the estimation of any 
staff member, a person will 
become intoxicated through 
further service, they will be 
denied that service but will 
be allowed to stay drinking 
pop or coffee until they are 
sober again."

Talk to me about writing the test Les Nations-Unies 



Over the past three years, 
many problems have come to 
light regarding the language 
competency test. These prob- 
lems and their possible solu- 
tions will be discussed in 
upcoming meetings this 
month and next. One of the 
problems the present testing 
format is encountering is the 
status of visa students. 

Under the present format, 
the visa students are sub- 
jected to the same rules as the 
arts students. They must pass 
the test in order to graduate. 
It is the opinion of some that 
these measures are too dras- 
tic. Afew of theoptionsavail- 
able include: allowing them 
to opt out, including a notice 
on their transcript that they 
have not passed the test; or 
allowing a credit in English 
or French 1 500 take the place 
of the test. 

This predicament of ob- 
taining all necessary credits 



and not being able to 
graduate is not indicative 
of the visa student alone — 
the "regular" students are 
also faced with this possi- 
bility. 

The simple irony of such 
a situation raises many 
questions. One of which is, 
how can a student pass all 
their courses yet fail the 
test? Obviously, some- 
where, the system has 
failed. Where did it fail? 
Are professors too lenient? 
Is the test too difficult? Or is 
it simply that the students 
don't take the test seri- 
ously? 

In the meetings that will 
take place during the next 
two months, this problem 
and other problems will be 
debated. However, all will 
not be dark inside the con- 
ference rooms. If statistics 
represent life in any way, 
then the tests are having a 



positive effect. In the Eng- 
lish section of the test, 40% 
aced it with a 1; 58% man- 
aged a 2; and a 2% received a 
3. In the French section of the 
test, 25% received a 1 ; 27% a 
2; and 48% a 3. These results 
refer to first year students 
only. The pass/fail ratio is 
relatively the same from last 
year, but it is up from the 
previous year. 
Despite the apparent suc- 
cess of the test, there are still 
many glaring problems. 
English chairman Laurie 
Steven admits that the sys- 
tem can be greatly im- 
proved, but he still feels that 
"if we stick to our guns, in 
two or three years we will 
have the problem beat." 
Well, go ahead and stick to 
your guns. Just don't do any 
shooting.

Tide of Film (or book): 

Hellraiser 
Author: Clive Barker 



This week, I am doing a 
book review of the film 
Hellraiser. 

(Has this Geoff guy finally 
gone over the deep end? A 
book review of a movie? 
That's a contradiction in 
terms, even he should know 
that. It was bad enough 
when he did comic books 
last year, but that at least 
was printed matter. And not 
only that, but he has some 
guy talking in parentheses 
in his column. Next thing 
you know, he'll be hearing a 
talking moose). The concept 
is not as strange as it sounds 
(Yeah, right buddy). 

In many films, notably 
Tod Browning's classic 
Dracula, the impression is 
given of seeing a stage play 
on screen. Several poor films 
have been photographed as 
if they were television 
pilots. George Romero's 
Creepshow was basically a 
comic book on the screen. In 
much the same way, Clive 
Barker's Hellraiser is a 
cinematic novel. 

Clive Barker has been 
doing fine short stories for 
years, and at last published a 
novel, The Damnation 
Game, at the same time as 
his collected short stories 
were released for North 
American readers. 

Hellraiser is his first film, 
one which he both wrote 
and directed. (The guy has 
to have nerve to start out 
that way. And to write stuff 
as truly frightening as his 
stories.) 

In order to show that this 
is a novel on screen rather 
than a true film, we have to 
define the concepts novel 
and film. 

The power of a film is 
based on images of sound 
and light — Julie Andrews 
twirling across the hills; 
"Frankly my dear, I don't 
give a damn!"; "We'll 
always have Paris"; "Help 
me, help me, please help 
me"; "Go ahead, make my 
day!" 

These congeal in the 
viewers' minds into a story, 
with a texture unique to the 
screen. 

The novel is based on 
images more perverse than 
one can normally put on 
screen, and more abstract 
than can be expressed 
visually. Indeed, they are as 
much ideas as images. 

The storyline of Hellraiser 
moves in book-like fashion, 
ignoring the usual 
explanatory pauses, visual 
builds, and sidetracks of a 



film, and indulges in the 
characterization and 

pontificarion of a novel. The 
transitions are not the 
formula of cinema, but 
rather the implications of 
motion in time of a novel. 
Indeed, the careful viewer 
can pick out chapter 
endings. 

The images are so unusual 
to the screen that many 
viewers laughed nervously 
at the grue. Intellectually, 
this is a moral tale of the 
exploration of the senses. 
The idea is explored in ways 
impossible for conventional 
cinema, and leaves the 
viewer disturbed and 
thinking. 

This film is not for the 
squeamish. If you consider 
films normally on the screen 
to be the height of horror, 
avoid this film. It is vastly 
nastier than something like 
Nightmare on Elm Street , 
and it will leave you with 
genuine nightmares. 

This is a film to be 
savoured by the strong of 
stomach and mind. Enjoy, 
think, but beware. 

It will tear your soul apart.

Quantum mechanics and other neat stuff 



A good friend of mine 
asked me awhile ago, "Just 
what the *$#%! is quantum 
mechanics anyway?" Well, 
let's try and take some of the 
bite away from this scary 
beast. 

First of all, the "quantum" 
means something like "how 
large" or "what amount." Its 
relevance here is that quan- 
tum physics concerns itself 
with things that are very 
small — indeed, the smallest 
things that we know, like 
electrons and atoms. 

The term "mechanics" is 
used to describe the kinds of 
motion or behaviour that 
these small particles exhibit. 
Quantum mechanics, then, 
deals with how small things 
behave according to physi- 
cal laws. Too easy, right? No 
doubt this has been simpli- 
fied a wee bit. 

Quantum mechanics 
presents us with the ideas 
that some physical quanti- 
ties can be described in 
terms of discrete items. A 
somewhat awkward but 
nonetheless demonstrative 
analogy can be shown using 
your basic television set. 
You can see images on the 
TV as you would normally 



view the things around you. 
If, however, you slow down 
the televised image, you 
notice that ifs composed 
ofmany still images that 
move along very quickly. 
The eye is not capable of 
detecting any discontinuity 
in the picture where, in fact, 
a still image is being dis- 
played some 30 times a sec- 
ond. 

The picture, then, is com- 
posed of discrete informa- 
tion (i.e. discontinuous). 
Quantum mechanics shows 
us that, for example, energy 
is also discrete — much like 
the above example. 

Let us now look at the 
wave-particle duality of 
matter proposed by de Bro- 
glie in the early part of this 
century. He figured that if 
light sometimes acts like a 
wave and sometimes like a 
particle too, why couldn't 
other things? He proposed 
that all matter possessed 
characteristic wave and par- 
ticle properties, but that we 
are only able to detect these 
properties for a limited 
number of things — like light 
waves and electrons and 
similar animals. 

If what de Broglie says is 



true, then why don't we find 
out what the wavelength of 
a Sudbury Transit but is? De 
Broglie's equation is: 

wavelength = Pla nek's 
constant{=6.626xl0(" 34 )) di- 
vided by mass X velocity of 
object. 

Consider the Long Lake 
bus travelling at 14 m/s. 
Let's say that its mass is 10, 
000 kg. Its characteristic 
wavelength, then, is 

wavelength=6.626xl 0" 34 
(10 000) (14) 

wavelength=4.7xl0 39 m 

This is, indeed, a very 
short wavelength. It's 
around 100 000 000 000 000 
000 000 000 000 000 000 times 
shorter than the wavelength 
of blue light. It would truly 
be an act of God if we were 
ever capable of measuring 
such small things. 

It would be interesting, 
though, if we could detect 
such small wavelengths. 
We'd see that Long Lake bus 
doing the Neutron Dance 
and other scary stuff, to be 
sure! And you thought it 
was already scary

Tomlinson's visit to Sudbury a memorable one 

A ray of hope to local poets

amused, stimulated, and 
enchanted the audience 
which had the pleasure of 
seeing him last week. 

It was a great surprise to 
most that a poet of such 
international calibre would 
take time out from his busy 
schedule to come speak at 
Laurentian on Wednesday 
night, and again at the 
Laurentian Museum and 
Arts Centre on Thursday. 
Tomlinson explained it 
however, as a culmination 
of chance events that led 
him to Sudbury. 

Several years ago, he read 
an article about the 
relationship between 
American and Canadian 
poetry by Laurentian's own 
Dr. L. Steven, who 
mentioned Tomlinson in it. 
At a later date, he became 
interested in The Group of 
Seven's art work and Emily 
Carr's work during a visit to 
Vancouver two years 
ago .Therefore, when he was 
invited to McMaster 
University this year as a 
visiting poet, he eagerly 
accepted the chance to come 
to Ontario in order to see the 
famous McMaster 

collection at Klineburg. 

Recalling Dr. Steven's 
enthusiastic appreciation of 
his works, Tomlinson didn't 
hesitate when invited to 
speak at Laurentian. He 
explained the whole 
experience with the same 
charming touches he used 
throughout the evening: 
"Chance comes, and you 
accept it, and then it 
becomes a choice." 

The hour which 
Tomlinson spent 

entertaining the 80 or so 
people who attended the 
evening, consisted of lively 
anecdotes from his life and 
travels, interspersed with 
readings of his incredible 
poetry. 

He began at the 
beginning; that is, with his 
experiences as a boy and 
young adult in the mining 
town he was born in. He

spoke of the influence of his 
father and related it to 
several poems, including 
"Poem for my Father." He 
left his hometown mainly 
because of its "193Cs smoke 
and blackness" in order to 
see more of the world and to 
begin a university 
education. He claims that 
his hometown was "too 
desolate, too diminished, 
and too tame." 

He spent a few years in 
Italy to feed his soul on its 
many beauties and began to 
see things on a different 
scale. He says that getting 
away from home made him 
very aware of its influences. 
He found it easier to see 
beauty and humour as it 
presented itself. This is very 
obvious in his immaculately 
detailed poems such as "The 
Butterflies", "Fountain", 
and later "Class", an 
extremely tongue-in-cheek 
poem about his university 
experiences with diction. 

Tomlinson's later 

experiences took him 
through New Mexico and 
Arizona and into what he 
calls "the Indian presence." 
He has been fascinated by 
Indian legends and 
language in America. He 
believes that at some time, 
every North American will 
be faced by the Indian 
presence. This pleasure has 
led him to write such 
evoking poems as 
"Swimming Chenango 
Lake" and "Kacheenas." His 
words, as he read these 
poems, were like a 
symphony captivating his 
audience until he stirred us 
up once again with one of 
his humourous anecdotes. 

The best of these 
anecdotes was a story about 
a Jewish neighbour he once 
had who craved to be 
Scottish. This "Mr. 
Brodski", as the poem is 
called, played the bagpipes 
incessantly in Tomlinson's 
rented home in the United 
States and revelled in 
Scottish oat-cakes he sent for 
from across the continents.

The second reason to buy 
the album is to get the new 
remix of Confusion which is 
awesome to say the least — 
finally a dance track with 
something of intelligence to 
say to the world. 

Thirdly, this album also 
contains True Faith, which 
will be a hit on Sudbury 
radio in about four months 



His latest poems evolve 
from time spent in New 
York. He read a very 
interesting poem, "All 
Afternoon" about the 
shadows of buildings 
changing with the passing 
of the day in New York. This 
is one of many from his 
latest (not yet released) 
book, Notes from Manhat- 
tan. 

The evening came to a 
close with a discussion pe- 
riod in which only a few 
timid fans spoke up. 

Tomlinson left undiscov- 
ered, yet hopefully budding 
poets with these optimistic 
words. He described Sud- 
bury as "my youth!. ..that 
smoke belching out there", 
thereby giving even the 
most disillusioned Sud- 
burian poets a ray of hope. If 
Tomlinson can evoke such 
beautiful words from a dark 
mining town, whaf s stop- 
ping us? 

He urged the audience to 
"look outside yourself and 
make relationships with 
both people and nature; 
don't inflict your inner tur- 
moil on it." He told enthusi- 
astic listeners that it is im- 
portant to accept the pushes 
and pulls of life and nature, 
just as in any living relation- 
ship, and to "grasp the small 
details rather than the vast 
landscape" when observing 
around yourself. He has 
done this wonderfully in his 
speech and poetry, and in 
doing so has Teft a timeless 
impression on his audience 
that will undoubtedly im- 
prove many perceptions in 
our creative, social, and 
internal lives. 

This reporter is very sorry 
she couldn't attend 
Tomlinson's second night, 
in which he featured a slide- 
lecture of his poetry-in- 
spired graphic arts. Oh well,
